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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Claims 1-2, 21 , 25-32, 34, 37-40 are allowable.Claims 21 , 25, 32, 
34, 37 will be amended. The 112, first paragraph rejection of Claims 26-32, 34, 37-40 is withdrawn, because the 
regions of SEQ ID NO:2 responsible for binding Bcl-10 (Bcl-10 is known in the art to be a pro-apoptotic protein, see for 
example, specification on pages 3-4)),for activation of the transcriptional factor NF-kB and for stimulation of Bcl-10 
phosphorylation are disclosed in the instant specification (see for example, specification p. 24) . 
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
